General for the faid Town, Sir John Fair-pretence, and Sir Henry 
Slie-gab, and Mr. Lyar Adyocats, who humbly required their 
Burgeſs-thip, were -admitted and received for Gild Burgeiics of 
the taid Burgh, with power and liberty to them to leil, Cararve, 
Purle-royal, Pontack, Vine de Paris, Rheniſh Wine, Italtan Wine, 
Vine de Burdeaux, Brandy, Uſcutee, Strong Waters, Ale, Ker, 
Sma-drink, Swats, Settlings, Draff, Schirings, Pourings, Wallace, 
Feraboam, Ringo, Mr. GL E N's Epiſcopal Ale, Widow Crowbie's 
Sk ae all other {ſmaller Liquors, as Lemonado, or Water- 
ſolis. And to take and kill all manner and (orts of Fithes,that's 
within or without their. above-named Seas, as is hereafter {pe- 
cified, ſuch as, Allegators, Trouts, Eels, Croſs-fiſh, Braſs-fiſh, Kil- 
ling, Ling, Skate, Codlings, Bag gaties,Padles, Haddocks, Herrings, 
Gremhasking-fiſh, Sea Cats, Potches, Gavies, Whittings, Whales, 
Sphirlings, Flooks, Sandy-eels, Turbets, Stock-fiſh, Kipper, Slaps, 
Carps, Pikes, Perches, Meanans and Water Podocks, or all other 
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ſuch like Commodities.- And ficklike, to ell and gather Dulſe, 
7 angle, Sea-ware, Hen-ware, Slaak and Badderlock.

' and Her Guns: So being provided of all rheſc, ordains them ne- 1 

ver to Want a Horn full of Powder; and likewite to be furniſhed 

with Sting, Thing, Ling, and Scanderbeg and Tamerlane, At tc 

Engagements between the King of Briztain, the French and an 

Hollander, or that was uſed at Worſter, Dumbar, Tork, Newcaſtle, 

Tmerkeithins, Pinkie field, Pentland, Bothwel-hridge, or ar the 

bickering between Leirh and Edinburgh, or at any other Fight 

ſnce Cain and Abel, to that belwixt Michael Bebin and his Wife 

with the Rock, to defend the ſaid Burgh in time of War and 

Trouble, and not to abſent themielves in Mols, Muire,Cleugh, 
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Craig, Brac, Knovg, Hove, Hill,nor no other part whatſomever, 
under the pain of poinding of their readieſt Good and Gear, 
and tin(el of their Freedom for ever. And gave in their great 
Oath upon a Skate rumple, before the Lords and Council con- 
yeened, not to {ce any wrong or prejudice to the {aid Burgh, 
io far as their ſirength and power can reach. And that they be 
provided with two picce of Cannon, double Muſquet, ſmall Gur, 
ferling Peice, Carabine, Piſtol, Blunderbuſh, Guns that cannot ſhoot 
but to fear Men, Sword, Raper, broad Sword, back Sword, lang Spas 
iſh Taledo, Shable, Durk, great Knives, Sythes, Forks, Corn Forks, 
Fiaels, pick Staves, Gaods, great Kungs, Hooks, Tinklers weapons, 
and when ye want make a {hift. 

Whilk act abovewritten was read and approven in preſence of 
the whole Magiſtrats and Council conveened, with many pro- 
miſcs to the ſaids Perſons of greater Prefermenr and Authority, 
if they did behave themſelves according to the uncivil civility 
of the {aid burgh. Upon the whilk compeared James Daes, the 
moſt ancient Skipper of the ſaid Burgh, .and proteſted againſt 
the {aid Act and EleQion, as not being lawfully Elected, with- 
out his conſent and advice, avowing himſelf ro be the eldeſt 
biood of the City, that becaufe his Predeceſlours having ever- 
more the rule and Goyernment thereof this many years bygone, 
palt memory of man: And that he and his predeceſſors has been 
in poſſeſſion as chief Magiſtrates of the {aid Burgh, withour 
tincing of Election, and in continual uſe and cuſtom to trade 
anc! traftique after the {aid manner particularly. above-mention- 
ed, and to have the firſt vote, place of Court, and plainte, and 
and all other privledges in all proccedings. And for that effect 
the tad Fames Daes, as having the eldeſt right of proveltry, pro- 
rejled and rook Inſtruments ip Robert Smith's hands, being the 
Town Clerk tor the time admitted and received in his place, in 
relpect he immicit was grown, and Aged, through much eaſe, 
drirl.ing 0! tirong crink, foiling of ffrong Warers, albeir in Jus 
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youth, he might have gone thorow a Curting-ring, y<t he vas 
{ubject to Travel, rowing and failingover high and ſanay Places 
in the Sea, and by the Art of Navigation to compals the Seas of 
{oft and hard yird, and weſt tothe Cardown the ſoft Buckie yicd, 
and the weſt ground of the Craig, the out-ground & in-ground 
of Pickletillum, the outermoit Channel, and inmoſt Cannel, 
taking up by marks on the Land, the Fire Bank of Berwick Law, 
Carlike muir, and Great-Law Cleuch in Clachan, the little La- 
monds, Drupeis Keley by the Law, the Lumond by the Loch, 
the Cannongate, the Beacon of the Gallow lee, the Skinock 
Dinghall, and Girdleneſs. A N D therefore the ſaid James Daes, 
as being weak and unable of himſelf to diſcharge the Office of 
Proyoſtry, deſiring his ſon to be admited and recived in man- 
ner foreſaid,whilk made ſtrife and debate among the head Clans 
of the {aid Burgh, being all aſſembled in the ſaid Colledpge : To 
wit 7om Tomſon alias black Thomas, Robie Taſon.in the Cloſs, Robie 
Taſon, alias Whyt Willies, Sandy Taſon and James Taſon in the 
Know, and Y/7/lie in the Brac, Thumblels Xetties Good man, 
Davids Taſone,1ſobells Davie, Junie lang Hemdries ſon,Willy T aſon, 
Bettys Willy,Tams on, PateWaker dainty Nanfies ſon,Junie Walker 
Lybraes ſon, and Tanie Dolers lad, all Fiſhers or Sea Fleſhers of 
the ſaid Burgh. Whilk deſire they would in no ways grant nor 
ſtand to,neither ſuffer a young Provoſt to be,in reſpe his head 
would not fill his Fathers Bonnet: upon the which James Daes 
Proteſted and a vowed to appeal to a higher Judge, whereupon 
the ſaid Perſons {worn and admitted Burgeſles, asks Ads of 
Court.
